Washington, Feb. 2. The President 


today transmitted to Congress the first 
volume of the report of the Philippire 
commission. It is signed 
by 
Prof. 


Schumann, Admiral Dewcy, Col. Den- 
by and Prof. Worcester. The principal 
subject dealt with is the plan of gov- 
ernment proposed by the commission 
which includes <i discussion 
of 
the 


Spanish government existing prior to 
the war, the various reforms de'sired 
by the Filipinos and the constitutions 
proposed by them together with the 
conclusions and plans suggested 
by 


the commission. The commission an- 
nounced itself unqualifiedly In favor of 
a government of the Phi,:ppmes anal- 
ogous to that of a territory of 
the 


United States, w.th a 
governor ap- 


pointed by the Presiuent. They say it 
is desirable bo tbat the inhabitants of 
the archipelago should enjoy a large 
measure ol' home rule in local affairs, 
their towns to enjoy substantially the 
rights and privileges of towns in 
a 


territory. 


j he provinces should be vested with 


substantially the functions of a coun- 
ty in a territory: this : ^ tern might 
be applied \? Luzon and L..e Vlscavan 
Jslands at once, and a beginning made 
on the coast of Mindanao. 


The 
Filipinos could manage their 


own town and county auairs through 
their own oificers whom they 
cou>cl 


elect with no help fiom American of- 
ficials except such as would be 
in- 


volved in controlling local government 
at Manila. The suffrage should be re- 
stricted by educational or property 
qualifications.

moccracy. The kind of

which the insurgent leaders desired, 
the commission says, is one which the 
United States would assume all 
re- 


sponsibility for, protecting the Philip- 
pine government against foreign ag- 
gression while their 
own 
officials 


would collect revenues. 


"Under the chimerical scheme of pro- 


tection cherished by Aguinaldo If a 
foreigner lost his 
life 
or 
property 


through a miscarriage of justice in a 
Philippine court, or in consequence of 
a governor's failure to suppress a riot 
then the United States would be re- 
sponsible for indemnity to the foreign- 
er's government without possessing the 
power of punishment of the offendeis 
or-of preventing such mal-administra- 
tion. or of protecting Itself against sim- 
ilar occurrences in the future 


"Undoubtedly, the raising of 
the 


American flag in the Philippine islands I 
has entailed great responsibilities upon 
us but to guarantee external protec- 
tion, while renouncing internal 
do- 


minion is no way of escaping from 
them. On the contrary while you pull 
down the flag you only pile up difll- 
culties." 


GREAT BRITIAN'S EXAMPLB. 
The example of Great Britian which, 


the commission says, has oeen bril- 
liantly successful in governing depend- 
ent people has suggested a colonial 
form of government and this plan seems 
to have won greater favor with the 
general public than any other. The 
commission therefore with sonio care 
goes Into the different kinds of Bi itish 
colonies and corresponding types of 
colonial government but neither style 
of government the commission ,:oints 
out after lengthy arguments should be 
applied to the Philippines. A territor- 
ial government it says Is a desideratum. 
The commission take as a jasn tor 
the government proposed the territorial 
organization of Louisiana. The act is 
set forth in full. It provides for a 
Governor and Secretary of Treasury j 
and vests the legislative power in a 
counscil appointed annually 
by 
the 


President. \ The courts are also pro- 
vided for. The commission believes 
the people of a maiorlty ot the islands 
should be permitted to elect at leabt 
members of the lower branch of the 
territory legislature and at loast half 
the members of the upper house should , 
be annotated by the President: 


With such safeguards In American 


hands and a qualified veto power for 
the governor general (including the 
right to suspend the law for a year 
even after its passage by a vote of two- 
thirds of the legislature over bis veto) 
this plan of government would probably 
be adequate for tbe purposes of good 
government. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


In connection wltn the subject of 


government, the commission reaches 
the following conclusions: 


1. The United States cannot with- 


draw from the Philippines. We -are 
there and duty binds us to remain. 
There is no escape from our responsi- 
bility to the Filipinos and to mankind 
for the government of the archipela- 
go, and the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the Inhabltanats. 


2. The Filipinos are wholly unpre- 


pared for Independence and if Indepen- 
dence were given to them they would 
not maintain it.

6. Fending any action on tho part 


of Congress the 
commission recom- 


mends that the President put in opcia- 
tion this scheme of civil government in 
such parts of the archipelago as are at 
ptiace. 


7. So far as the finances of tl.c Phil- 


ippines permit, public education should 
be promptly established and *vhea es- 
tablished, free to all. 


8. The greatest care should be taken 


in the selection of officials for admin- 
istration. They should be men of high- 
est character and fitness and partisan 
polftices should be entirely sppar.ited 
from the government of the Philippines 


Tbe commission are unable to find 


any means of assimilating the tariff of 
the Philippines with that of the United 
States, saying that the differences are 
fundamental and irreconcilaole and 
that so long as the existing chasm re- 
mains between the economic and =ocial 
conditions of the Philippines an-1 those 
of the United States, so long it remaios 
Impracticable to identify their tari^s. 
They therefore recommend that for the 
present at least, no attempt be made to 
readjust the tariff to our basis.

Mr. Clayton (Ala.) said this 
was ,bnt a part of the piecemeal legis- 
lation Congress'was extending to Cuba. 
The | reports of Gens. Brooke, Wilson 
and 'Lee, he said, had shown that the 
Cubans were capable of self-governmnnt 
and that the time was now ripe for the 
American government to recognize the 
independent sovereignty 
ot 
Cuba. 


While supporting the bill Mr. Clayton 
expressed the hope that the legisla- 
tion; for Cuba would be soon framed 
on broader lines and more In harmony 
with what had been held out to Ore 
Cubans.

Tho majority 
report, by Mr. Dal/ell, of Pennsylva- 
nia. Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, and Mr. 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, was as follows: 


MAJORITY REPORT. 


"Your committee are of the opinion: 
1.—That tho term "United States" in 


that provision ot 
the 
Constitution 


which declares that all duties, imposts 
and excises shall be uniform through- 
out the United States, means and is 
confined to the states that constitute 
the federal union and does not cover 
also the territoiy belouging to the 
United States. 


2.—That the authorities treating of 


this question and decisive ot it are 
those that treat o£ and involve 
in

er the Constitution, ex-proprieo rigore, 
and independent of tieaty stiuplations 
or Constitutional legislation extends to 
territory ceded to and acquired by the 
United States. 


3.—That the weight of these author- 


ities sustains the following proposi- 
tions—viz;

(a) That the United States may ao- 


qulre territory either under the treaty 
making the war pow.er»oi the Consti- 
tution or by virtue of its general pow- 
ers of sovereignty as a nation, in which 
are Included all the inherent powers ot 
sovereignty both of tho United States 
as an independent nation and all the 
pow*ers of the several states as sov- 
ereigns. 


(b) That the power to govern ac- 


quired territory results from the right 
to acquire and also from the provision 
of Section 3. Article IV of the Consti- 
tution, to wit: 'Power to dispose of 
and make all needful rules and-regu- 
lations respecting the territory and 
other property belonging to the United 
States.' 


(c> That Congress has power 
to 


govern acquired territory Independent 
ot the limitations ot the Constitution, 
but In cases where the territory has 
been acquired for the purposes ot state- 
hood. Congress would be subject to 
those fundamental limitations In favor 
of personal rights which are formulat- 
ed In the Constitution and Its amend- 
ments; but these limitations exist rath- 
er by Inference *nd the general spirit 
ot the Constitution from which Con- 
gress derives all Its powers, than by 
any express and strict application ot 
Its provisions. 


(d) That Congress has "power to

and he undertook to define what was 
meant by the term as it was used in 
Section 8, of Article 1 ot the Consti- 
tution." 


Mr. Richardson quotes Justice Mar- 
shall's opinion in the case of Lough- 
brough vs. Blake, 5 Wheat 6CO, 
in 


which it Is stated as to the above 
clause of the 
Constitution: "This 


grant is general, without limitation as 
to place. 


"It consequently 
extends to all 


places over which the goverrwnent ex- 
tends." 


Continuing, Mr. Richardson 
says: 


'Does this term designate the whole 
or any particular portion of the Amer- 
ican empire? Certainly this question 
can admit of but one answer. H is 
the name given to our great republic, 
which is composed of states and terri- 
tories." 


Mr. Richardson also reters-to a sim- 


ilar ruling of Chief Justice Taney in 
19 Howard 397, and says no other con- 
struction has ever been given by the 
Supreme Court. Many other cases are 
cited In general harmony wiui this 
view. Mr. Richardson says: 


"It follows therefore, that the term 


'United States' as used in the section 
referred to, means all the states and 
territories of the United States. The 
construction of the term as given above 
is In perfect harmony with the views 
of statesmen and jurists and of the 
practice of our government for more 
than a hundred! years and many other 
construction would work a revolution 
w. our system of taxation. It will be 
observed the majority members of the 
£ttb-commlttee submit no opinion or

united States TO sustain the wmtentlon 
they make."

Department.

Where art tbou? 


Pall Into line and keep abreast of the 
procession, in supporting such modern 
appointments as aro actually neces- 
sary to sustain the standard that our 
city has reached. What this city is 
sorely m need of and must inevitably 
have is a better apparatus 
for flre 


fighting purposes 
The disastrous con- 


flagrations of jears past should be an 
impressive lesson to us; one that when 
considered, should stir us up to a fuller 
realization of the fact that we aro not 
keeping up to the times. 
Eastport s 


architectural make up is largely in the 
wooden majority, and should a flre evar 
start in the windward section, the re- 
sult would simply be a repetition of 
those experiences as have cost the In- 
habitants thousands upon thousands of 
dollars. Another occurrence of this 
kind should be avoided, and working 
upon the principle of "make hay while 
the sun shines," the municipal gov- 
ernment ought to stimulate their Ideas 
to the point of looking into tne ghostly 
>rospect of posbibilities, and provide 
Eastport with every possible appliance 
that would insure its safety in the 
2\ent of a firo starting in a dangerous 
locality. What Eastport needs, and 
needs very much is a flre engine and 
lorses to haul it. It needs a cart for 
the conveyance of the men connected 
with the department; and lastly, but 
by no means least, a first-class exten- 
sion ladder should be included in the 
apparatus. 
Now, why does Eastport 


need these things? Let us digest the 
matter reasonably. For an illustra- 
tion, let us refer' to the flre of Monday 
moining, on Capen Avenue. Its loca- 
tion alone is sufficient to demonstrate 
the needs of the material In question. 
Situated on high ground, nearly on a 
level with the stand pipe, the water 
pressure at the time, was what? Simp- 
ly nothing! And had the wind's course 
been in an opposite 
direction, East- 


port in all probability would have had 
something to reflect upon, as well as 
considerable territory to rebuild. The 
city can easily protect itself from disas- 
trous fires by having an engine that 
would furnish all necessary force to 
subdue any fire from the start, and it 
could be easily placed in a position to 
accomplish this, by having the horses 
to haul jt. Another point that has an 
important bearing on fire fighting, is 
placing tho men upon the ground fresh 
and ready to do goo'd work, which can 
not be reasonably expected of them 
after having performed the work 
of 


horses by having tugged at a loaded 
hose-cart, and running too, in order 10 
get upon the scene before the flre is 
out, or everything around burned up. 
Eastport should take a tumble to her- 
self in this matter and give it such 
consideiation as it demands The days

methods 


should pass into an epoch or history by 
the city modernizing itself in the im- 
provement of this department East- 
port's water supply is fully adequate 
to supply all demands in the event *)t 
an emergency, provided the proper ma- 
chinery is furnished to handle it.
